—Jdentification of n Corpse.

Amopg (hevictims to the recent heartrand-
ing nod terrible xlver ealamily on the beaatifal
Uhlo, were Mis Comwodors [hompson, s
young marrted lady of New Orleans, on her
wiy back to the Cresceant City, and & companion
named Mry, Grifin, who had reslded in Lue
satne place, The dny followlog theawful nlzht
of Lhe aceldent the bodies of bolth these ladies
were found, It was thought, and taken cuarge
of by grielsiricken friends for lonterment.
They were placed In the Kplscopal churoh at
Meadlson, Iuciaps, not far from Lthe spene of the
wreck, sud the laales of the parlsh very klodly
réendered the remalns every proper atteulion
ALY prepared them for the grave.

Thelr funernls took plesce In Christ Chureh,
Rev. Jumes Runcel, D, D, oMolating, Tue
griaves were prepared, and the lntersstin
Iuneral services hud progressed nigh Lo an eon
When & message wus received from Uomuan-
dure Thempson, directing that the bodies of
Lis wife and Mrs, Griftin be forwarded to
Poiladelphia for Interment there, Al the same
moment My, Wolll, cousin of Miss Fahnestook,
Wwho was wiko lost in the disaster, appeared 1o
the cburch and laid eclalin to the supposed
body of Mrs. Toompson as Lthat of his anfortu-
vale relative, The friends of Mrs, Thompson
lusisted ihat the charred corpse belonged to
her, and 1n order to prove that they were not
mistaken, produced evidence Lo show that their
deceaged friend owned and wore a plain gold
rtug on her fluger, with tne pame “Grace'’
engraved Inslde, aod it was by thls ornament
that they bad sucossded lm ldentifylng Lhe
body. Mr. Wolff was surprised at this ao-
nouncemment, a8 It was on just such a riog of
that ldentical shape, and bearing Lhe very same
simple legend “Gruos," that he depended on
making good bis elglims Lo Lhe corpes as Lhal of
Miss Fahnestock,

He bhad positive knowledge of her owning
and wearing such a ripg in 1ife, sand was doubly
ussured of the fack by telegrams trom Plitsburg
aEserting Lhal while hum,?uut ilew days belore
her terrible death, the young Iady had on her
fipger such a ring. Here was a dilemma, The
friends of Mrs. Thompson were equally positive
with those of Miss Fahnestook that the ring
found on wbe corpse had been worn by her, and
beyond doublt fixed lden'ifdeation. After a calm
dikcusslon the friends deterinined 1o forward
the body to Polladelpnia and Lhere endenvor LO
solve the mystery, The two lost ladies were of
about the seme slze aod balld, and as the
clotbing bad all been burned away aond Lhe
leatures horribly mutllatwed, the econfusion
arisipg from theremnarkahle colneldenoe of both
baving rings on their fingers of exsolly the
ssme Rind and bearipg the sama legond was
gulte natural and of coursesorely distressed the
rexpective frlends,

The corpee arrived in Philladelphia, and the
question ol ldentification sull remaioed wogsts
tled. AS aluslt resort several gentlemen of Lthe
medleal profession wera enlled Lo bring selence
to solve the perplexiog problem, A poet-
mortem examination revealed the fuct Luut the
disfigured body was nol that of a married lady,
und the frievds of Mre, Thompson willingly ae-
guteroed i the declslon, and Lo eorpis was
surrendered for burlal 1o the relatives of Miss
Fabnestook., The colneldence of the rings wos
very remurkable, and bad both the lost ladies
necopled the same relations in life, the (dentl-
fieallon, perbaps, never could have been mada,
unless, fndmsd, the body of Mrs, Thompson be
sol dragged In from the river in such preserva.
